COMMENTS OF 


THE UTAH VHF SOCIETY 


The Utah VHF Society submits these brief comments in response to the Public Notice (“Notice”) 
seeking comment on the above-captioned Petition for Rulemaking filed by NextNav Inc. 


The Utah VHF Society represents some 1,000 members who are Amateur Radio Operators within the 
State of Utah and surrounding states. The Utah VHF Society represents Amateur Radio Frequency 
Coordination within the State of Utah as a voluntary service. 


The Utah VHF Society is opposed to this proposal to reconfigure the 902-928 MHz band because it will 
cause and create a high level of interference to existing Part 97 Amateur Radio Operations. The Utah 
VHF Society has coordinated 927 MHz Repeater Outputs with inputs in the 902 MHz area in Utah. The 
NextNav proposal of having Base Station Transmitters running 2.0 KW ERP Output will create severe 
interference to the existing Amateur weak signal receivers listening for -120 dBm signals. 


NextNav proposal states that it will not interfere with Amateur Operations yet it ask for the elimination 
of the protection rule. This is a severe contradiction. Amateur Operators are on a Secondary Basis being 
a Licensed Service. Protection rules must remain in place. 


We would like to propose that the 902-903 MHz band and the 927-928 MHz band be set aside 
exclusively on a Primary basis for Amateur Radio. This would protect the numerous existing repeaters 
that are in operation all across the USA. 


Repeaters in this band are used for Emergency Communications to provide backup for Public Safety 
Communications. 


Given the significant potential for interference and the negative impact on the Amateur Radio 
Community, we strongly urge the FCC to reject NextNav’s proposal for the proposed IMS band in the 
lower 900 MHz spectrum.
